1944. He eagerly accepted a U.S. backed mission to rescue Jews in Budapest. He 
was much an American since his study days at University of Michigan, 1931-35. c r: 

In Hungary, 1944-45, Wallenberg thwarted and outwitted Adolph Eichraann and the 
Nazi killing machine. The result was that the young Swede armed only with Swedish _ 
diplomatic powers saved some 100,000 Budapest Jews from the "Final Solution". 
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Wallenberg saved the helpless, but couldn't save himself. He feLl prey to £ 

liberating Soviets on January 17, 1945 when he was taken into "protective custody^ 
from which he has never been released. Through the years, conflicting tales have r

When Wallenberg was conveyed honorary U.S. citizenship in 1981, it was so our govern- 
ment could actively seek his fate.
